School Taxation Systems

Texas filed its appeal late 
Monday. It is one of five states 
to lie told by a court that its 
school-financing system is ille­ 
gal. The others are California, 
Minnesota, Wyoming and New 
Jersey. 
Though the California deci­ 
sion cam e first, the Texas case 
is the first to reach the Su­ 
prem e Court’s doorstep, If the 
justice - agree to hear it, the re- 
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suit would he a ruling in about 
a year having a m ajor im pact 
on the quality of education and 
on 
where 
Americans 
locate 
their homes and businesses. 
In every state except Hawaii, 
publie-school financing is based 
to a large degree on the local 
property tax. Though the states 
and

government 
provide supplem entary money, 
the kind of education a child re­ 
ceives is directly related to the 
tax revenue from property in 
his district. 
In the Texas case, known as 
Rodriguez v. San Antonio Inde­ 
pendent School District, a spe­

14th Amendment’s guarantee of 
equal protection of the laws. 
That is, said the three judges,

A three-judge panel in U.S

He noted the recent Pennsyl­ 
vania ruling and said appeals 
from three-judge panels

expressed 
confidence the high court would 


uphold the district ruling. 
The Ohio Legislature changed 
the 
state 
system 
from 
one 
which supplemented salaries of 
parochial teachers of secular 
subjects. 
The change was m ade after 
systems

uncon­ 
stitutional in other states. 
"The court said it recognized 
the issue was one of "increas­ 
ing public debate.” 
It also said non-public schools

Atty. Gen. William J. Brown 
said he would have to study the 
opinion before commenting on 
a possible appeal. 
"But this is an administrative 
problem as much as a legal 
one,” he said. “ Regardless of 
how you feel, we have the prob- 


em of what to do with the 
more than 300,000 students.”

tion to perm it South Vietnam 
to be taken over by force.” 
Rogers said the United States 
will not perm it the North Viet­ 
namese offensive to succeed. 
Rogers said the air offensive 
against Haiphong and Hanoi is 
in keeping with President Nix­ 
on’s prior assertions that the 
United States would not perm it 
North Vietnam to take advan­ 
tage of the withdrawal of U.S. 
forces. 
And iii Moscow, 
the 
Soviet 
Union said today four Soviet 
m erchant ships were damaged 
in the U.S. bombing raids of 
the North Vietnamese port of 
Haiphong. U.S. Ambassador J a ­ 
cob D. Beant was summoned to 
the Foreign Ministry and hand­ 
ed an official protest, Tass re­ 
ported. 
The Secretary of State ap­ 
peared before the Senate For­ 
eign 
Relations 
Committee 
to 
defend the Administration for­ 
eign aid budget but im m ediate­ 
ly was quizzed by Chairm an J. 
W. Fulbright, D Ark., about re­ 
newed 
American 
assaults 
in 
North Vietnam. 
Fulbright 
said 
he 
did not 
think that the interest of the 
United States merited such a 
counter-reaction. 
Rogers said there arc three 
purposes prim arily for the re­ 
newed 
air and naval strikes 
against North Vietnam: 
I—To 
protect 
American 
troops still in South Vietnam. 
2—To make certain that the 
withdrawal of American forces 
can continue. 
3—To give South Vietnamese 
a chance to defend themselves 
against the massive invasion. 
Rogers said the United States 
does not intend to reintroduce 


ground combat forces into the 
action in Vietnam but that the 
air and 
naval strikes should 
make clear to the other side 
that America is going to take 
any action necessary to support 
the people of South Vietnam .” 
In a prepared statem ent. Ro­ 
gers called the North Vietna­ 
mese 
invasion 
of the 
South 
“naked aggression of the most 
flagrant type,” and said all but 
one of the 13 North Vietnamese 
combat divisions are engaged 
in attacks against the South. 
No evidence has 
been 
re­ 
ceived here of any bombing of 
ships in Haiphong. North Viet 
narn’s main port of entry for 
Soviet w ar supplies, U.S. offi 
cials said. Pentagon authorities 
Bid Die weekend strikes were 
aimed 
at fuel dumps, truck 
parks and the like. 
But an inquiry was reported 
under way. U.S. diplomats re 
called that before halting its 
raids on North Vietnam in 1968. 
Washington 
once 
rejected

Moscow' complaint of dam age 
to a Russian vessel in Haiphong 
only to find from later pilot in 
terrogation that U.S explosives 
had fallen near the ship.

"We bu y no cru isers, tables, 
chairs, hand weapons, or ex otic 
things iike scrambler sy stems, 
or any of the basic equ ipment 
like u niforms necessary to pu t 
a 
policeman on 
the 
street,” 
said White. 
Federal money , he said, had 
helped set u p “ halfway hou ses” 
to handle probations, paroles, 
dru g addicts and dru nks. Abou t 
25 to 30 of these for ju v eniles 
hav e been set u p throu gh the 
Ohio You th 
Commission 
and 
abou t 10 for adu lts, both male 
and female. 
The 
Div ision 
of 
Adminis­ 
tration 
of Ju stice distribu tes 
the federal money on a formu la 
which giv es one third weight to 
p o p u l a t i o n and two-thirds 
weight to crime. 
"If y ou r town at 7 per cent of 
the popu lation and 10 per cent 
of the crime, y ou ’d get abou t 9 
per cent of the money ,” White 
said. 
Of this y ear s $21.5 million in 
block 
grants—separate 
from 
the high-impaet grant to Clev e­ 
land—Cincinnati got $2 million, 
Clev eland $3.5 million, Colu m­ 
bu s $1.7 5 million, and Toledo, 
Day ton and Akron shared $1.25 
million. 
These six largest cities hav e 
half the state's popu lation and 
half of its crime. 
In general, White said, less 
than 10 per cent of the federal 
money is allocated to law en­ 
forcement equ ipment, abou t 20 
per cent to ju v eniles, correc­ 
tions, 
probation, 
parole, dru g 
treatment and halfway hou ses, 
with abou t 10 per cent going to 
cou rt improv ement. 
Among items drawing federal

liceman may know in 30 sec­

whom policemen may tu rn for 
adv ice. 
Also financed are improv e­ 
ment- in (Miliec administration, 
spoeial secu rity fo rce s in high 
crime areas, narcotics strike

manpower, may be handled in 
detox ification center» 
White said some Ohio local 
police departments don’t meas­ 
u re u p to modern standards— 
often becau se of poor top ad­ 
ministrators and often becau se 
police departments arc located 
in commu nities u nwilling ov er 
I In* y ears to pay w hat it cost to 
keep down crime. 
He praised two Ohio depart­ 
ments—Cincinnati 
and
